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1 . The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of the 
claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of the various 
claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein were made absent any 
evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation under 37 CFR 1.56 to point out 
the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was not commonly owned at the time a later 
invention was made in order for the examiner to consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) 
and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

2. Claims 1-2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Fisher et al 
(US Pat. No. 5,507,904) in view of Jensen et al (US Pat. No. 4,857,129). Fisher et al teach a 
method of making a blood filter assembly comprising the steps of providing first and second 
housing elements (12) from flexible thermoplastic material, each of the first and second housing 
elements (12) including a molded port (20) and placing a filter media between the first and 
second filter housing elements (12) and applying heat and pressure to form a peripheral seal that 
joins the first and second filter housing elements (12) to the filter media (14) and encapsulate the 
filter media between the first and second housing elements (12) (see figures 1, 5, 10; col. 1, lines 
7-12, 54-63; col. 3, lines 4-5, 14-28; col. 4, lines 45-50). Fisher et al teaches that the flexible 
thermoplastic material of the housing elements is polyvinyl chloride (see col. 4, lines 15-20). 
Claims 1-2 essentially differ from the method of Fisher et al in reciting the application of radio 
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frequency (RF) heating and pressure to form a peripheral seal. Jensen et al teach a method of 
bonding materials (15, 16) by placing flexible thermoplastic materials (17, 18) such as polyvinyl 
chloride above and below the materials and subjecting to pressure and RF energy to form a very 
good and strong bond and a composite seal (see figure; col. 3, line 1 - col. 4, line 35). It would 
have been obvious to a person of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to 
modify the method of Fisher et al to apply RF heating and pressure to join filter element between 
two flexible thermoplastic materials to form a very good and strongly bonded composite seal as 
suggested by Jensen et al as described above. 

3. The terminal disclaimer filed on 6/9/06 disclaiming the terminal portion of any patent 
granted on this application which would extend beyond the expiration date of US Patent No. 
6,688,476 has been reviewed and is accepted. The terminal disclaimer has been recorded. 

4. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-2 have been considered but are moot in 
view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
